MERRITT ON THE FIGHT. 


Former Commander at Manila 
Explains the Situation. 


ADVOCATES A VIGOROUS POLICY. 


Tliinki Flliplnoii Shnnld Bo Given a 
Severe Lcnnoii nt Once— ApproliondM 
No Du nu or to tho City—Say* Goner- 
a1 Otis Han Ample Force to Caro 
For the Town-— How Filipino!! Flight. 


Major General Merritt, who com­ 
manded the American army at Manila 
for a time, in staying at the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel in Now York city. He is 
probably better posted than any man 
now in the United States npon the real 
conditions in the Philippines, and his 
observations npon these conditions are 
of a correspondingly great valne. Gen­ 
eral Merritt was seen at the hotel the 
other afternoon. He was in his private 
parlor, and all about him were the 
morning papers telling of the fighting 
at Manila. 
He had carefully scanned 
all the reports and was anxiously await­ 
ing compete details. 
He regarded the 
present situation in the islands as of 
very pressing moment to the United 
States and readily consented to discuss 
it. and this is what he said, referring 
as he talked to a map which he sketched 
for illustration's sake: 
“ The disturbances now going on in 
the Philippine Islands are largely the 
reenlt of the passive policy heretofore 
pursued by .the United States toward 
the Filipinos. Our tactics toward them 
have been those of diplomacy, and onr 
actions with regard to them have been 
■rich as a very retiring person would 
have used in his treatment of another 
whom ho did not wish to offend or an­ 
noy. This manner of dealing with these 
islanders has given them the idea that 
we aro afraid of them, and, imbued 
with this idea, they have become ag­ 
gressive. 
The present uprising is not 
surprising to me. I am indeed only sur­ 
prised that it has not taken place be­ 
fore. 
It is one of the strange results of 
treating with kindness and considera­ 
tion a people unused to anything but 
tyranny and oppression. 
“ Tho deluded aggressiveness of the 
Filipinos at the present time is also 
partly a result of their experiences with 
the Spanish soldiers just before the 
United States army took possession of 
Manila. Tho Spaniards had breastworks 
all around the city, blockhouses being 
stationed at frequent intervals. Not far 
beyond these lines the islanders were 
intrenched. A number of 'salients, ’ as 
shown by the map, had been thrown 
out from the Spanish lines. 
The Fili­ 
pinos forced the Spanish from these 
‘salients’ and compelled their retire­ 
ment behind earthworks four miles 
nearer tho city. the former position 
having been seven miles from Manila. 
“ Tho islanders fought very peculiar­ 
ly. They were without discipline, the 
captains as a rule not knowing how 
many men they had in their respective 
companies. The men would place their 
rifles on top of their breastworks and 
fire away, at the same time ducking 
their heads so as to preclude the possi­ 
bility (>f taking aim. The Spaniards 
were also demoralized, however, and did 
not meet these spasmodic assaults in a 
systematic manner. 
This feebleness of 
action on the part of the Spanish troops 
is responsible for a large part of the 
present self confidence of the Filipinos. 
“ When the Americans took possession 
of the city, the islanders, having forced 
the Spanish troops to retire, felt that it 
was a matter of a short time before the 
control of the city and country would 
be surrendered to them. 
They, there­ 
fore, retired without reluctance to their 
old position seven miles from the city, 
and the American troops took possession 
of tho blockhouses and intrenchments 
near the city. 
Now that the islanders 
are cerning to realize that they are not 
to be placed in immediate control of the 
country, they feel that they will be able 
to treat us just as they did the Span­ 
iards. ” 
When General Merritt had finished 
this more historical part of his state­ 
ment, he got up from his chair and walk­ 
ed the floor as he talked, llespokowith 
great 
animation and seemed to feel 
deeply every word he said. 
He contin­ 
ued: “ There is no doubt in my mind 
that the army of tho islanders at pres 
ent around Manila can be beaten back 
in a very short time. Unless conditions 
have very materially changed since I 
left there, I would be willing to con 
tract at 6 o’clock in the morning to give 
that army a good thrashing before mu ii 
“ When I left Manila the insurgents 
had redoubts all around the city. Their 
lines even went between the city and 
the bay where the navy is stationed. 
Our army had not anticipated am seri­ 
ous trouble and had made no elaborate 
preparations tor defense against these 
works. 
I do not apprehend, however. 
that this will bo the source of any ad­ 
ditional trouble to our army. 
The size 
of the insurgent army has been various 
ly estimated as numbering from IO,OOO 
to 30,000 men. 
Personally, I do not 
think their entire fighting force amounts 
to more than 15,000. 
They are bold 
Ighters, having more grit and endur­ 
ance than the Spaniards. 
They are 
armed with the latest fashion of Mauser 


rifles. 
They ngnt, nowever, .inst nae 
most savages, in haphazard fashion and 
are easily routed whim the odds appear 
to be against them. 
“ It has been my opinion ever since 
I investigating the subject that the best 
I way to deal with this army is to first 
have the navy shell the land intrench* 
! nients and then, when the islanders 
have been beaten back from the shore, 
; let the American army enter behind 
the Filipino breastworks and clear these 


j works out. We have handled these peo­ 
ple with kid gloves long enough. 
We 
have allowed one of their representa­ 
tives to remain in Washington and be 
treated with marked consideration. Yet 
this same representative has been con­ 
tinually sending reports to the Fili­ 
pinos that our people are divided over 
the question of our country’s policy to­ 
ward them and that the islanders should 
never give in to our wishes. 
“ At Manila also the Americans have 
treated the Filipinos with extreme 
kindness. Every effort has been made to 
pacify them, and they have already 
fared vastly better under us than they 
ever did under Spanish role. 
Yet our 
every humane act has hut made these 
ignorant people feel with increasing as­ 
surance that we are afraid of them. 
“ We must deal with the Filipinos 
with a strong hand. 
We must make a 
great exhibition of strength and let 
them know absolutely that if they do 
not behave themselves they will be the 
sufferers. 
We can assure them of our 
pacific intentions, but they must learn 
beyond question that the United States 
is going to carry out her policy, no 
matter what tin islanders may think of 
it. If the Filipinos do not yield at first, 
we must not fight them in the slipshod 
way in which the Spaniards sought to 
subdue them. 
We must go at the mat 
ter sytematically and whip them so 
soundly that they will make no further 
question of the ability of the United 
States to do what she pleases, A power­ 
ful move of this nature will do more 
than anything else. I think, to pacify 
the islands permanently. 
A decisive 
move at Manila will have a great moral 
influence all over the island of Luzon, 
aud once having settled matters in Lu 
zori there will he no great difficulty 
about tin* other islands. 
“ We should make the Filipinos no 
promises until our policy has been 
definitely determined upon. 
It will do 
no harm to assure them that our gov­ 
ernment will be more generous to them 
than Spain has been. 
Hut they must 
not be allowed to think for one instant 
that they have bullied us into doing 
anything whatever. They will miscon­ 
strue everything of this kind we may 
do. We can simply assure them that we 
intend to do what is best for them and 
then let them understand that they will 
have to depend upon the good faith of 
the United States to carryout its prom­ 
ises. 
“ While I was in command of the 
army at. Manila I made no promises 
whatever to these people or their lead­ 
ers. 
I did not even intimate to them 
the occasions upon which the American 
army contemplated an attack upon the 
Spanish forces. 
This they took to be a 
great grievance, as they apparently 
wanted to share in the glory of win­ 
ning the battles. 
My knowledge of 
them, however, did not lead me to 
think it wise to pnt any dependence 
npon them. 
These people are just like 
all orientals. A great deal of show and 
tinsel awes and overwhelms them. 
I 
have been told in all parts of the world 
by persons who have studied the char­ 
acter of these people that this is the 
only way to affect them. 
At the same 
time I think the best thing to do is to 
give them distinctly to understand that 
the United States proposes to do exact­ 
ly what it pleases with regard to the 
Philippine Islands. 
“ The report that the American wom­ 
en and children in Manila were removed 
to the warships when the fighting 
seemed imminent is undoubtedly cor­ 
rect. 
There are about 150 American 
women and children there, and they 
had to be taken care of. This step was 
not taken from a fear of people outside 
the city. however, lint as a precaution

Ivlr. Raddatz Is Building a Larger 
Diving Vessel.

Tho Raddatz submarine boat is to be 
repeated on a larger scale and practical 
working basis. 
The drawings for the 
new boat have been prepared, contracts 
will be let soon and work will be pushed 
so that the new boat will bo ready for 
a test the latter part of next Ja n e or 
early in July. 
The original boat was 
built entirely on experimental lines and 
to demonstrate the feasibility of the in­ 
ventor's theories. 
That these were 
(shown to be correct no one who w it­ 
nessed the remarkable performance of 
the boat in Milwaukee bay last gammer 
doubts. 
But th at boat was entirely too 
small for practical use, being only four 
feet in diameter and the machinery 
and appointments being in many ways 
crude. 
The new boat will be 95 feet long 
and have a diameter of 7 feet, giving 
an interior space four times that of the 
experimental boat. 
It will be built of 
I ?4 inch boiler plate and braced so as to 
stand the pressure cf 250 feet below 
the surface 
The power will be fur­ 
nished by a petroleum engine for sur­ 
face work and below the surface will bo 
operated by electricity from storage bat­ 
teries. 
The contract will call for a speed of 
five miles an hour below the surface 
and ten miles an hour when running 
awash, though it is believed that toe 
last speed will be exceeded. Among en­ 
gineers and those who have thoroughly 
investigated the Raddatz boat and its 
performances under the hands of the 
inventor there is no doubt that Mr 
Richard Raddatz has in his boat the 
highest exponent of the submarine type 
that has been brought out thus far 
This opinion is shared by others who 
have been told cf the actual tests made 
of the power of this little wonder 
Naval officers who were told in W ash­ 
ington of the performances of the boat 
by gentlemen who were spectators of 
the tests made in the bay last summer 
said that if one-half told them was true 
the boat is far in advance of any oth­ 
ers which have been built and expressed 
the belief th at if the new boat should 
repeat these performances the govern­ 
ment will undoubtedly try to get hold 
of it for war purposes. 
So interested 
did the naval men become in the boat 
that they exacted a promise that they 
•honId be notified when the new boat 
is ready for experimental test, so that 
they could be present at the time, in 
addition to giving assurances that the 
government would be represented at the 
trials. 
Mr. Raddatz and 
those interested 
with him in the building of the new 
boat are going ahead, however, w ith­ 
out taking into consideration the ques­ 
tion of what the government may or 
may not do in the matter. 
The beat 
which they will build will be primarily 
for commercial purposes and used in 
working on wrecks. In view of this the 
diver’s chamber in the first boat will be 
enlarged so as to make it tit for practi­ 
cal use. 
This chamber, which will be 
fitted in the forward part of the boat, 
will be 7 feet high, 7 feet long and 4 
feet broad. 
Once in this chamber and the air lock 
closed behind, air pressure will be 
turned on so as to equalize the pressure 
of the water at whatever depth the 
boat may be. W hen tins is done, ado oi 
in the bottom of the chamber will be 
opened and the diver will have before 
him the bottom of the lake < r sea and 
can begin work on whatever is beneath 
the place covered by the open doorw ay 
One of the advantages claimed by Mr 
Raddatz is that the diver will have to 
wear nothing in the shape of armor or 
weights, and can therefore work just 
as well as he could on the surface. The 
air will be supplied to tho chamber 
automatically, and by the secret process 
which is one of the features of the 
boat sufficient air can be supplied to 
keep two divers and three others of the 
crew of the boat below the surface JO 
hours. 
This supply, Mr. Raddatz says, can 
be increased at one day’s notice to a 
supply of 48 hours. 
W ith the chamber 
open, the boat could, if necessary, travel 
60 miles in ten hours, while no diver 
In armor would think of attempting 
one-tenth of th at trip.

MISSIONARIES IN TIBET. 


A m e r ic a n * S u c c e e d In 
I’e n e t r n t I nj* 
H ie VI > stci-ioiiN A n ia tlc K in iii re. 


It w cid appear that A m erica has 
succeeded where every other civilized 
power has failed. According to ail then 
tie advices recently received at London, 
some American missionaries employed 
by the International Missionary Alii 
anee of N ew York have m anaged not 
only to penetrate Tibet, but actually 
to establish a number of m ission sta 
lions within the borders of that m yste­ 
rious country, so strictly closed to all 
w hite people that w hen young Henry 
Savage Lander m anaged to penetrate 
into the interior a couple of years ago he 
was subjected by the local authorities 
to such frightful torture as to reduce 
him to the condition of a m iserable crip­ 
ple and physical wreck for the remain 
der of his life. 
The Am erican missionaries seem to 
have displayed a marvelous am ount of 
diplomacy and characteristic American 
cleverness, for not only have they taken 
ap their residence in this unknow n land 
with the full consent of the local Bud 
didst ecclesiastical authorities, buthavi 
actually established one of their stations 
in a Buddhist monastery w ith the eon 
sent of the monks. 
They have mad* 
their w ay into Tibet, not from India, 
but from China, and are now eight in 
number, one of their stations being at 
Labrang, and another near Paong, near 
Iv 200 m iles in the interior from the 
Chinese frontier.

According to auth* ii 
tic advices recently received at L talon, 
some American missionaries employed 
by tile International Missionary Alii 
alice of New York have managed not 
only to penetrate Tibet, but actually 
to establish a number of mission sta 
lions within the borders of that myste­ 
rious country, so strictly closed to all 
white people that when young Henry 
Savage Lander managed to penetrate 
into the interior a couple of years ago lie 
was subjected bv the local authorities 
to such frightful torture as to reduce 
him to the condition of a miserable crip­ 
ple and physical wreck for the remain 
der of his life. 
The American missionaries seem to 
have displayed a marvelous amount of 
diplomacy and characteristic American 
cleverness, for not only have they taken 
up their residence in this unknown land 
with the full consent of the local Bud­ 
dhist ecclesiastical authorities, but havi 
actually established one of their stations 
in a Buddhist monastery with the eon 
sent of the monks. 
They have mad* 
their way into Tibet, not from India, 
but from China, and are now eight iii 
number, one of their stations being at 
Labrang. and another near Paong. near 
Iv ‘Jot! miles in the interior from the 
Chinese frontier. 
The chief of this missionary force to 
whom tilt* entire credit, belongs for this 
feat, which is creating an immense 
sensation iii London, not only iii the ec­ 
clesiastical world, but in political and 
geographical circles, is Dr. Ll. Lelac- 
heur, and it is anticipated that he and 
his brave and enterprising colleagues

broom handle. 
In tablea compiled by 
Dr. Anderson it ia shown that the rig ht 
bands of the stiidenta g ained on an 
averag e C ii- 1 0 pounds in six day s and 
the left 7 4-5 pounds. 
In the experi­ 
ments with the dy n.'iinonieter the nv(T- 
og e g ain of four men exi)eriinenting 7)^ 
ininiiteH a day was for the rig ht hand 
11 7-10 and for tho left hand 13 1-5. 
Dr. Anderson concludea from these ex- 
I)eriin(;nts tliat if the mnaeles of one 
band aro trained or atreng thened for a 
time tboao of the other hand, which 
have not been exereiaed during the same 
time, will likfiwi.ae increase in streng th. 
The men experimented niion were a th ­ 
letes and g y innaste and iu active train­ 
ing during tho y ear. 
Another experiment proved that a 
man who learns one exercise on one aide 
of the body will have little difficulty in 
learning it on tho other aide, 
A num ­ 
ber of Btudents were taug ht one of the 
moat difficult movemonta in club swing ­ 
ing , known as the snake. 
Each man 
practiced the snake with his left hand 
for a number of day s until he had 
reached a hig h stag e of proficiency . 
One man reports that ho worked daily 
about five minutes with his left hand, 
spending in all 105 minutes. 
He then 
tried it with his rig ht hand and anc- 
ceeded in doing it the very first time 
and discovGred that after aix trials he 
was able to make a better snake with 
his rig ht hand than with his left. 
An­ 
other experiment was to teach the re­ 
verse snake to a man who was already 
proficient with the reg ular inoveinent. 
He.apent 85 minutes daily for six aiic- 
ceaaivo day a on the reverse anake, 
working only with the rig ht hand. 
.After becoming proficient he tried hia 
otfhcr hand and found that he could do 
it a* well with that hand after 45 m in­ 
utes' practice. W ith the seven men 
ex- 
peiimented on the averag e time req uir­ 
ed for the rig ht hand to learn tho move­ 
m ent was 60.1 minutes and for the left 
hand 28.7 minutes; in other words, the 
left hand wdll do the task iu about one- 
third of the time. 
A still more interesting experiment 
waft lo determine whether the muscles 
can be treated to execute movements, if 
the niovenieiits are thoug ht out care 
fully in advance by the brain, the miis- 
cles not to be put at work until the 
brain is perfectly familiar with what 
they are to be called upon to do; to 
discover in how much shorter time, if 
first mastered by the brain, the same or 
similar inovenients can be execut» ’'!, 
and whether such movements are learn­ 
ed inoro q uickly throug h the sense of 
sig ht or the sense of hearing . 
A number of men were selected and 
direcliHl to fold their arms and to g o 
throug h a drill in their minds for four 
minutes. 
At the end of that time they 
arow^ from their chairs, took places on 
the fliK» r, and executed the movements, 
only ono man in 14 making an error 
To tho same number of men a number 
of similar movements wore then shown, 
but were not explained to them. 
The 
whole class leariHni the exercise in a few 
seconds more than one m inute without 
showing any unusual fatig ue. Dr. An­ 
derson concluded from these experi­ 
ments that g y mnastic movements can 
be learncMi by the mind without using 
the muscles 
at all, that inovenients 
when learned throug h the sense of sig ht 
req uire about one-sixth of 
the time 
needtxi when taug ht mentally , and that 
they are not so fatig uing , and that g y m­ 
nastic movements are learned more 
q uickly throug h the sense of sig ht than 
of sound, but that tho shortest time is 
the result of the combination cf the two 
senses. 
Tho most difficult of tho experiments 
was to determine how much time ia 
net'ded to educate one side of the body , 
if the other side is trained, and what 
phy sical and mental (jualities are re­ 
q uired to execute difficult balancing 
feata 
The experiment differed from 
those already described iu that the aim 
was to discover how much time was re­ 
q uired to learn 
ag ain certain feats 
which broug ht into play the whole side 
of the body and not a sing le member.

“ Our explosive will start a new era 
in mining . 
When exploded in a mine, 
it leaves so little smoke, and absolutely 
no poisonons fumes, that the miner is 
enabled to immediately resume work. 
Thus from 15 to 25 per cent of mining 
time will be saved. 
Azo contains no 
nitrog ly cerin, as dy namite docs. 
In 
rising dy namite the g reatest number of 
accidents occur warming or thaw ing it 
out. 
Azo explodes frozen as well as 
warm. Althoug h azo contains no nitro- ‘ 
g ly cerin, if for any purpose an explo­ 
sive for ex treme violence is necessary , 
we can rnn it np to a power 25 per cent 
g reater than that of pure nitrog ly cerin

hand aro trained or strengthened for a 
tim e those of the other hand, which 
ha vo not been exercised du rin g the saim 
time, will likewise increase in strength. 
T he m en experim ented upon were a th ­ 
letes and gym nasts and in active tra in ­ 
ing d u rin g the year. 
A nother experim ent proved th a t a 
m an who learns one exercise on one side 
of the body will have little difficulty in 
learning it on tho other side. 
A n u m ­ 
ber of stu d en ts were ta u g h t one of tho 
m ost difficult m ovem ents in club sw ing­ 
ing, know n as the snake. 
Each m an 
practiced the snake w ith his left hand 
for a num ber of days u n til he had 
reached a high stage of proficiency. 
One m an reports th a t he worked daily 
about five m inutes w ith his left hand, 
spending in all 105 m inutes. 
H e then 
triod it w ith his rig h t hand and suc­ 
ceeded in doing it the very first tim e 
and discovered th a t after six trials he 
w as able to m ake a better snake w ith 
his rig h t hand than w ith his left. 
A n ­ 
other experim ent w as to teach the re­ 
verse snake to a m an who was already 
proficient w ith the regular movement. 
H e.spent 85 m inutes daily for six suc­ 
cessive days on the reverse snake, 
w orking only w ith tho rig h t 
hand. 
A lte r becoming proficient he tried his 
other hand and found th a t he could do 
it as well w ith th a t hand after 45 m in ­ 
utes' practice. W ith the seven men ex­ 
perim ented on tho average tim e re q u ir­ 
ed for th e rig h t hand to learn tho move­ 
m ent was 89.1 m inutes and for th e left 
hand 28.7 m inutes; in other words, the 
left hand will do the task in about one- 
th ird of th e time. 
A still more interesting experim ent 
waft to determ ine w hether the muscles 
can be treated to execute movements, if 
tho m ovem ents are th o u g h t out care 
fully in advance by the brain, the m us­ 
cles not to bo put a t work un til the 
brain is perfectly fam iliar w ith w hat 
they are to be called upon to do; to 
discover in how m uch shorter time, if 
first mastered by the brain, the same or 
sim ilar movements can be executed, 
and w hether such m ovem ents are learn­ 
ed more quickly through the sense of 
sight or tho souse of hearing. 
A num ber of men were selected and 
directed to fold their arm s and to go 
through a drill in their m inds for four 
minutes. 
A t th e end of th a t tim e they 
arose from their chairs, took places on 
the floor, and executed the movements, 
only one m an in 14 m aking an error. 
To tho sam e num ber of m en a num ber 
of sim ilar movements were then shown, 
b u t were not explained to them. 
The 
whole class learned the exercise in a few’ 
seconds more th an one m in u te w ithout 
showing any unusual fatigue. 
Dr. A n­ 
derson concluded from these experi­ 
m ents th a t gym nastic m ovem ents can 
be learned by the m ind w ithout using 
the muscles 
a t all, that 
movements 
when learned through the sense of sight 
require about oDe-sixth of 
the tim e 
needed when tau g h t mentally, and that 
they aro not so fatiguing, and th a t gym ­ 
nastic m ovem ents are learned more 
quickly through the sense of sight than 
of sound, but th a t the shortest tim e is 
the result of the com bination cf the two 
senses. 
Tho most difficult of tho experiments 
was to determ ine how m uch tim e is 
needed to educate one side of the body, 
if the other side is trained, aud what 
physical and m ental qualities are re­ 
quired to execute difficult balancing 
feats. 
T he experim ent differed from 
those already described in th a t the aim 
was to discover how much tim e was re­ 
quired to learn 
again certain 
feats 
which brought into play the whole side 
Of the body and not a single member.

The powder is tho invention of 
a young chem ist of Indianapolis named 
Ansil Moffatt, and it has stood the se­ 
verest governm ent tests. 
A t In d ian ­ 
apolis a com pany has been organized to 
m an u factu re the new powder. 
Mr 
Spivey is its president. The new explo- 
flive is called azo. 
A t the St. Nicholas 
botel Mr. Spivey recently handed a re­ 
porter a statem ent w hich the inventor 
has m ade to the following effect: 
“ The chief characteristics of azo are 
safety of m an u factu re and nae. All the 
extrem e dangers of powder are elim i­ 
nated by this process, and explosions of 
powder will be a th in g of the past. 
It 
is a wet process, and the finished pow­ 
der m ay be stored in w ater indefinitely 
w ithout deterioration. 
It makes the 
least smoke of all the smokeless pow­ 
ders. 
By com parative tests it shows 
wonderful projectile power, yet, owing 
to its peculiar nature, it m ay be used 
in a shotgun w ith the same safety as 
black powder. 
Less than one-half the 
q u a n tity in w eight is necessary for a 
load. One feature is th a t it can be used 
in all the old style gun shells. 
“ O ur explosive will start a new era 
in m ining. 
W hen exploded in a mine, 
it leaves so little smoke, and absolutely 
no poisonous fumes, th a t the m iner is 
enabled to im m ediately resume work. 
T hus from 15 to 25 per cent of m ining 
tim e will be saved. 
Azo contains no 
nitroglycerin, as dynam ite does. 
In 
using dynam ite the greatest num ber of 
accidents occur w arm ing or th aw in g it 
out. 
Azo explodes frozen as well as 
warm. Althongh azo contains no n itro -J 
glycerin, if for any purpose an explo­ 
sive for extrem e violence is necessary. 
we can m n it u p to a power 25 per cent 
greater th an th a t of pure nitroglycerin 
—C incinnati Commercial Tribune.

. AY‘ v, ry little about the United 
orates before Dewey’s guns awoke the 
" hoeS , f Manila bay was plainly shown 
bv'their attitude toward the great 
American dollar. 
They knew absolute­ 
ly nothing about American money when 
our camp was first established at Ca- 
t ’pon landing we found that our 
dollars were of no nae to them 
lite 
elver 
appar, utly. At first they would not ac­ 
cent one of them, but later American 
dollars passed current, the same as Span­ 
ish and Mexican. This condition of af­ 
fairs our boys were not slow in taking 
advantage of. Whenever they received 
American change for Spanish or Mexi­ 
can money they 
exchanged on the 
equality basis so popular w ith the na­ 
tives, and as every American dollar is 
as valuable as two Mexican or Spanish 
dollars tho soldier boys often made a 
considerable profit on the transaction. 
The natives ure shrewd, however, and 
in a very short time they had mastered 
the m w problem in finance and were 
carefully storing away all their Ameri­ 
can money. When we captured Manila, 
we found that the shopkeepers were 
fullv conversant w ith the situation and 
ev'ry American dollar won Id buy the 
lame amount as two Spanish dollars or 
two Mexican dollars. 
This fact, how­ 
ever. was somewhat offset by the speedy 
advance in prices. 
This is the land of cigars and ciga­ 
rette. for here everybody from the over­ 
grown pickaninny to the head of the 
family rolls tho cigarette or smokes the 
cigar. Smoking is not an expensive lux­ 
ury in the Philippines, for cigars and 
cigarettes are extremely cheap.

A held spacious 
enough for a camp which holds 10,000 
mon is certainly a large one, and such 
was the size of the huge peanut field. 
known the world over by this time as 
Canap Dewey. The field, or rather the 
series of fields all in one, extends foi 
nearly two mi leo along the bay side of 
the Pasig road, and n aches in width 
probably I«>0 yards to tho wooded and 
native residence district which fringes 
the bay. 
Another feature of the life at Camp 
Dewey was the foraging, an experience 
that was mort* enjoyable to the soldiers 
who foraged than to the natives who 
were foraged upon. 
Fresh chickens or 
ducks and other eatables were naturally 
in great demand, and now and then 
they mysteriously disappeared from the 
premises of the natives. The wood de­ 
tail was one which the boys always 
dreaded, yet it was a very important 
one when it is considered that the re­ 
sult of the cooking depended upon the 
character of the fuel supplied by the 
men. At first trees were cut, and bam­ 
boo formed much of the fuel. Later the 
natives complained, arid orders forbid­ 
ding the cutting cif any timber were 
issued from headquarters. 
It then be­ 
came necessary to forage for the wood. 
Often it was gathered on the shores of 
the bay, being the wreckage cast up 
from the sea. 
Sometimes there were 
unearthed water soaked timbers with 
all sorts of figureheads and quaint carv­ 
ings. 
There are always little incidents of 
camp life which, unim portant and ir­ 
relevant to the general work of the 
army, no doubt, make interesting aud 
gossipy reading for the people at home. 
Especially is this true in a camp on 
foreign soil, amid strange conditions 
and circumstances, thousands of miles 
from home. In the neighborhood of the 
camp art* large tracts of bamboo, which 
proved most useful in making our 
quarters tenantable. 
The little “ dog 
tents.” with the use of long bamboo 
crosspieces and 
bamboo sticks, were 
raised a foot or two from the ground, 
and bamboo beds were put into the 
tents to enable the men to keep dry. 
Bamboo beds are the only kind used in 
the country districts aud were purchas­ 
ed from the natives for a Mexican dol­ 
lar each. These and additions to the 
little tents made with gum blankets, 
ponchos and whatever cloth the men 
could gather up made life here during 
the incessant rain not all a trial and 
disappointment, but even at that camp 
life is not all “ one long, sweet song.” 
Altogether the American soldiers in 
the Philippines have a genuine respect 
for the fibrous bamboo, and henceforth 
to them a bamboo rod will awaken 
other memories than those of a fishing 
trip and the landing of gamy trout and 
sportive bass. 
Scarcely had our camp been estab­ 
lished on the shores of Manila bay than 
the native fruit venders set up their 
stands in adjacent fields, much the same 
as the sutlers, hucksters and canteen 
keepers gather around our camps at 
home. These fruit stands of the natives 
are decidedly picturesque and as numer­ 
ous as they are picturesque and as rude 
as they are numerous. The native fruit 
stands art not, however, confined to the 


great quantities, aud the result has no\ 
been deleterious. 
Oil the other hand, 
the fruits have proved healthful, palata 
blo and wholly beneficial to the soldiers 
The mango is a favorite. It is a fiat. 
pear shaped fruit the size of ail apple, 
and has a seed as big as a maple sugai 
cake. 
While there is really little fruit 
about a mango, what there is of it is 
good. 
The flavor of the mango is very 
rich. 
There are cocoanuts here by the 
houseful and bananas by the woods 
fill. 
The Philippine pineapple is the 
only real common variety of fruit raised 
here. 
Breadfruit has not found favor 
among our soldiers. 
If you have ever 
eaten a May apple, which grows wild 
in the woods of Pennsylvania, yon have 
an excellent idea of the taste of bread 
fruit. 
It somewhat resembles a cocoa­ 
nut iu size and shape and a peach in 
the appearance of the skin and a straw­ 
berry apple in color.

Q u e e r W a y s o f N i t r o g l y c e r i n In E x ­ 
ploit io n s . 
The leading topic among the Indiana 
oil producers is tin explosion of nitro­ 
glycerin which occurred the other morn­ 
ing at Rice & Emerson’s well on the 
Moor farm, southwest of Geneva, Iud. 
G. Goodwin, the “ shooter,” and James 
Thompson, a driller who was assisting 
Goodwin, were killed, but the miracu­ 
lous escape of the spectators near the 
oil well at the time of the explosion 
will form the foundation of an addi­ 
tional tale with reference to the trench 
cry of this explosive and its many pc* 
cnliarities. 
Goodwin, who had long been known 
in the Indiana oilfield as a very care fill 
shooter, had loaded his glycerin wagon 
at the magazine near Geneva, taking 
200 quarts of the explosive. 
On arriv 
ing at tin* oil well he had driven close 
i to the derrick and unhitched his team 
; from his wagon. 
Ile had lowered the 
J first shell, containing 20 quarts, to the 
bottom of the well and was preparing 
to fill the second shell. He was assisted 
by Thompson. The two men hardly had 
time to set down their cans of glycerin 
after entering the derrick when there 
was a terrible explosion, completely de 
molishing the derrick and so terribly 
mangling the two men that no s< rn 
blanco 
of 
human 
form 
remained 
Thompson’s body was found, headless 
and dismembered, 800 feet away, and 
of G oodw in's remains only a few tat 
tered shreds of flesh were found. 
The force of the explosion was so 
great that heavy pieces of the derrick 
were found hundreds of feet from the 
site of the explosion, and the detonation 
was heard miles away. The wagon con 
mining IOO quarts of nitroglycerin 
stood only 20 feet from the spot where 
the explosion occurred, and, although 
the wagon was badly splintered, the 
terrible load it carried remained intact. 
thus saving the lives of the spectators 
standing near. 
This is one of the most remarkable 
happenings in the history of nitroglyc 
erin explosions, for the comjiound has 
always been known as one of the most 
sensitive of the high explosives, and the 
twinkle of un Irishm an’s eye is com 
monly said to be enough to set off the 
composition. The cause of the explosion 
always will remain u mystery, as will 
the fact that the 160 quarts in the 
wagon did not explode.—Chicago Rec­ 
ord.

MERRITT ON THE FIGHT. 


Former Commander at Manila 


Explains the Situation. 


ADVOCATES A VIGOROUS POLICY.

Major General Merritt, who corn 
mandeil the American arm y at Manila 
for a time, is staying at the Waldorf 
Astoria hotel in New York city. 
He is 
probably better posted than any man 
now in the United States npon the real! 
conditions in the Philippines, and his 
observations npon these conditions are 
of a correspondingly great valne. Gen­ 
eral M erritt was seen at the hotel tin 
other afternoon. 
He was in his private 
parlor, and all abont him were the 
morning papers telling of the fighting 
a t Manila. 
He had carefully scanner 
all the reports and was anxionsly await 
ing complete details. 
He regarded the 
present situation in the islands us of 
very pressing moment to the United 
Statin and readily consented to discuss 
it. and this is what lie said, referring 
as he talked to a map which he sketched 
for illnstration’s sake: 
“ The disturbances now going on in 
the Philippine Islands are largely the 
result of the passive policy heretofore 
pursued by .the United States toward 
tho Filipinos. Onr tactics toward them 
have been those of diplomacy, and our 
actions with regard to them have been 
■nth as a very retiring person would 
have used in his treatm ent of another 
whom he did not wish to offend or an­ 
noy. This m anner of dealing with these 
islanders bos given them tho idea that 
we oro afraid of them, and, imbued 
with this idea, they have become ag­ 
gressive. 
Tile present uprising is not 
surprising to me. I am indeed only sur­ 
prised that it has not taken place be­ 
fore. 
It is one of the strange results of 
treating with kindness and considera­ 
tion a people n nosed to anything but 
tyranny and oppression. 
“ Tho decided aggressiveness of the 
Filipinos at the present time is also 
partly a result of their experiences with 
the Spanish soldiers just before the 
United States army took possession of 
Manila. The Spaniards bad breastworks 
all around the city, blockhouses being 
stationed at frequent intervals. Not far 
beyond these lines the islanders were 
intrenched. A number of ‘salients, ’ as 
shown by the map, bad been thrown 
out from the Spanish lines. 
The Fili­ 
pinos forced the Spanish from these 
‘salients 
and compelled their retire­ 
ment behind earthworks four miles 
nearer the city, tin* former position 
having been seven miles from Manila. 
“ Tho islanders fought very peculiar­ 
ly. 
They were without discipline, tho 
captains as a rule not knowing how 
many men they bad iii their respective 
companies. The men would place their 
rifles on top of their breastworks and 
fire away, at the same time din king 
their heads so as to preclude the possi 
bility of taking aim. 
The Spaniards 
were also demoralized, however, and did 
not meet these spasmodic assaults in a 
systematic manner. 
This feebleness of 
action on the part of the Spanish troops 
is responsible for a large part of the 
present self confidence of the Filipinos. 
“ VV hen the Americans took possession 
of the city, the islanders, having forced 
tho Spanish troops to retire, felt th at it 
was a m atter of a short time before the 
control of the city and country would 
be surrendered to them. 
They, there­ 
fore, retired w ithout reluctance to their 
old position seven miles from the city, 
and the American troops took possession 
of the block ho tues and intrcnchmcnta 
near the city. 
Now that the islanders 
are coming to realize that they are not 
to be placed in immediate control of the 
country, they feel that they will be able 
to treat us just us they did the Span­ 
iards. ‘ * 
W hen General Merritt had finished 
this more historical part of his state 
went, he got up from his chair and walk­ 
ed tho floor as he talked. Hespoke with 
great 
animation and seemed to feel 


rifles. 
They ngnt. However, j u s t 
n a e 
most savages, in haphazard fashion and 
are easily routed when the odds appear 
to bo against them. 
“ It has been my opinion ever since 
investigating the subject that the best 
way to deal with this arm y is to first 
have the navy shell the land intrench- 
nients and then, when the islanders 
have been beaten back from the shore, 
let the American army enter behind 
the Filipino breastworks and clear these 
works out. We have handled these peo­ 
ple with kid gloves long enough. 
We 
have allo ted one of their representa­ 
tives to ret,lain in Washington and be 
treated with marked consideration. Yet 
this same representative has been con­ 
tinually sending reports to tho Fili­ 
pinos that our people are divided over 
the question of our country’s policy to­ 
ward them and th at the islanders should 
never give in to our wishes. 
“ At Manila also the Americans have 
treated 
the Filipinos with extreme 
kindness. Every effort has been made to 
pacify them, and they have already 
fared vastly better under us than they 
ever did under Spanish rule. 
Yet our 
every hum ane act has but made these 
ignorant people feel with increasing as­ 
surance that we are afraid of them. 
“ We must deal with the Filipinos 
with a strong hand. 
We m ust make a 
great exhibition of strength and let 
them know absolutely that if they do 
not behave themselves they will be the 
sufferers. 
We can assure them of our 
pacific intentions, but they must learn 
beyond question that the United States 
is going to carry out her policy, no 
m atter what tin islanders may think of 
it. If the Filipinos do not yield at first, 
we must not tight them in the slipshod 
way in which the Spaniards sought to 
subdue them. 
We must go at the mat 
ter sytematically and whip them so 
soundly that they will makd no further 
question of the ability of the United 
States to do what she pleases. A power­ 
ful move of this nature will do more 
than anything else. I think, to pacify 
tho islands permanently. 
A decisive 
move at Manila will have a great moral 
influence all over the island of Luzon, 
and once having settled matters in Lu 
son there will be no great difficulty 
about tin* other islands. 
“ We should make the Filipinos no 
promises until our policy has been j 
definitely determined npon. 
It will do j 
no harm to assure tin rn th at onr gov 
em inent will be more generous to them 
than Spain bas been. 
lint they must 
not be allowed to think for one instant 
that they have bullied us into doing 
anything whatever. They will miscon­ 
strue everything of this kind we may 
do. We can simply assure them that we 
intend to do what is best for them and 
then let them understand that they will 
have to depend upon the good faith of 
the United States to carryout its prom­ 
ises. 
“ While I was in command of the 
arm y at Manila I made no promises 
whatever to these people or their lead­ 
ers. 
I did not even intimate to them 
the occasions upon which the American 
arm y contemplated an attack upon the 
Spanish forces. 
This they took to bo a

NEW SUBMARINE BUAT. 


Mr. Raddatz Is Building a Larger 
Diving Vessel. 


AIMS 
TO 
WOLK 
ON 
WRECKS. 
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T he Raddatz submarine boat is to he 
repeated on a larder scale and practical 
working basis. 
The drawings for the 
new boat have been prepared, contracts 
will be let soon and work will be pushed 
so that the new boat will bo ready for 
a test, the latter part of next June or 
early in July. 
The original boat was 
built entirely on experimental lines and 
to demonstrate the feasibility of the in­ 
ventor’s 
theories. 
That these were 
show n to be correct no one who w it­ 
nessed the remarkable performance of 
the boat in Milwaukee bay last gummer 
doubts. 
But that boat was entirely too 
small for practical use, being only four 
feet in diameter and the machinery 
and appointments being in many ways 
crude. 
Tile new boat will bo 95 feet long 
and have a diam eter of 7 feet, giving 
an interior space four times that of the 
experimental boat. 
It will be built of 
1 i n c h boiler plate and braced so as to 
stand the pressure (if 250 feet below 
the surface 
The power will be fur­ 
nished by a petroleum engine for sur­ 
face work and below the surface will be 
operated by electricity from storage bat­ 
teries,

the boat is far in advance of any oth­ 
ers which have been built and expressed 
the belief th at if the new boat should 
repeat these performances the govern­ 
ment will undoubtedly try to get hold 
of it for war purposes. 
So interested 
did the naval men become in the boat 
that they exacted a promise that they 
shonld be notified when the new boat 
is ready for experimental test, so that 
they could be present at the time, in 
addition to giving assurances that the 
government would be represented at the 
triala 
Mr. Raddatz and 
those interested 
with him in the building of the new 
boat are going ahead, however, w ith­ 
out taking into consideration the ques­ 
tion of what the government may or 
may not do in the matter. 
The beat 
which they will build will be primarily 
for commercial purposes and used in 
working on wrecks, lu view of this the 
diver’s chamber in the first boat will be 
enlarged so as to make it tit for practi- 
eal use. 
This chamber, which will be 
fitted in the forward part of the boat, 
will be 7 foet high, 7 feet long and 4 
feet broad. 
Once in this chamber and the air lock 
closed behind, air pressure will be 
turned on so as to equalize the pressure 
of the water at whatever depth the 
boat may be. W hen this is done, a door 
in the bottom of the c hamber will be 
opened and the diver will have before 
him the bottom of the lake or sea and 
can begin work un whatever is beneath 
the place covered by the open d o o rw a y 
One of the advantages claimed by Mr 
Raddatz is that the diver will have to 
wear nothing in the shape of armor or 
weights, and can therefore work .inst 
as well as he could on the surface. The 
air will be supplied to tho chamber 
automatically, and by the secret process 
which is one of the features of the 
bout sufficient air can be supplied to 
keep two divers and three others of the 
crew of the boat below tho surface 30 
hours. 
This supply. Mr. Raddatz says, can 
be increased at one day’s notice to a 
supply of 48 hours. 
W ith the chamber 
open, the boat could, if necessary, travel 
60 miles in ten hours, while no diver 
In armor would think of attempting 
one-tenth of th at trip. 
The boat will 
carry petroleum fuel on board to run 
750 miles at the rate of ten miles an 
hour on the surface, while storage bat­ 
teries with sufficient capacity for any 
length of stay necessary below the sur­ 
face will be provided. 
The place where the new boat is to 
be constructed will be kept a secret for 
tho reason that otherwise Mr. Raddatz 
fears he would be overrun by curiosity 
seekers, to the delay of the work. Tin 
shell is to be made extraordinarily 
heavy, so as to withstand the groat 
pressure at the depth at which the in­ 
ventor desires to work, depths which 
have never been attem pted before.

MISSIONARIES IN TIBET. 


A m e ric a n a S u c c ee d In 1 'e n e trn tin a ; 
t h e YI >Nterioni» A s i a t i c Kin p i re. 
It w- chi appear that America has 
succeeded where every other civilized 
power has failed. According to authen­ 
tic advices recently received at London, 
some American missionaries employed 
by the International Missionary Alli­ 
ance of New York have managed not 
only to penetrate Tibet, but actually 
to establish a number of mission sta 
tions within the borders of that myste­ 
rious country, so strictly closed to all 
white people that when young Henry 
Savage Lander managed to penetrate 
into the interior a couple of years ago lie 
was subjected by the local authorities 
to such frightful torture as to reduce 
him to the condition of a miserable crip­ 
ple and physical wreck for the remain 
der of his life. 
The American missionaries seem to 
have displayed a marvelous amount of 
diplomacy and characteristic American 
cleverness, for not only have they taken 
up their residence in this unknown land 
with the full consent of the local Bud­ 
dhist ecclesiastical authorities, but have 
actually established one of their stations 
in a Buddhist monastery with the con 
sent of the monks.

with this great Asiatic empire of mys 
tory, which, owing to the hostility of 
he natives toward all foreigners, re­ 
gluing more or less a blank on the map 
of the world.

Dr. W illiam G. Anderson, instructor 
In gym nastics a t Yale university, has 
recently completed r. series of experi­ 
m ents bearing upon the effects of one 
set of muscles upon another and of the 
development of one side of the body 
upon tho developm ent of the opposite 
side. 
T he first experim ent was an a t ­ 
tem p t to prove th a t the muscles on one 
side of the body increased in strength, 
w ith o u t extra exercise, if tho strength 
of the muscles on the opposite side in ­ 
creased. A num ber of stu d en ts were ex­ 
perim ented on 
for 
six days, 
The 
stren g th of the m uscles of hot Ii hands 
w as ascertained by m eans of an oval 
spring dynam om eter, after w hich the 
men exercised the rig h t hand daily for 
one week by squeezing a small piece of 
broom handle. 
In tables compiled by 
Dr. Anderson it is shown th a t the right 
bands of the stu d en ts gained on an 
average 0 3-10 pounds in six days and 
th e left 7 4-5 pounds. 
In the experi­ 
m ents w ith the dynam om eter the aver­ 
age gain cf four m en experim enting 
m in u tes a day was for tho rig h t hand 
l l 7-10 and for the left hand 13 1-5 
Dr. Anderson concludes from these e x ­ 
perim ents th at if the muscles of one 
hand aro trained or strengthened for a 
tim e those of the other hand, which 
ha vo not been exercised d u rin g the same 
tim e, will likewise increase in strength 
T he m en experim ented upon were a th ­ 
letes and gym nasts and in active tra in ­ 
ing d u rin g the year. 
A nother experim ent proved th a t a 
m an who learns one exercise on one side 
of the body will have little difficulty in 
learning it on tho other si do. 
A nu in 
ber of students w ere ta u g h t one of the 
m ost difficult m ovem ents in club sw ing­ 
ing, know n as the snake. 
Each m an 
practiced the snake w ith his left hand 
for a num ber of days u n til lie had 
reached a high stage of proficiency. 
One m an reports th a t he worked daily 
about five m inutes w ith his left hand, 
spending in all 105 m inutes. 
He then 
tried it w ith his rig h t hand and suc­ 
ceeded in doing it th e very first tim e 
and discovered th a t after six trials he 
WAH able to m ake a better snake w ith 
bis rig h t hand th an w ith his left. 
An 
o ther experim ent was to teach the re 
verse snake to a m an who w as already 
proficient w ith the regular movement. 
H e spent 85 m in u te s daily for six suc­ 
cessive days on 
the reverse snake, 
w ork in g only w ith the rig h t 
hand. 
A fter becoming proficient he tried his 
Other hand and found th a t he coaid do 
it as well w ith th a t hand a fte r 45 m in ­ 
utes' practice. W ith the seven men ex- 
peiim ented on the average tim o req u ir­ 
ed for the rig h t hand to learn tho move­ 
m en t was 69.1 m in u tes and for the left 
hand 88.7 m inutes; in other words, the 
left hand will do the task in about one- 
th ird of th e time. 
A still more in terestin g experim ent 
was to determ ine w hether the muscles 
can lie treated to execute movements, if 
the m ovem ents are th o u g h t o u t care 
fully in advance by the brain, the m us­ 
cles not to be p u t a t work until the 
b rain is perfectly fam iliar w ith what 
they are to be called upon to do; to 
discover in how m uch shorter time, if 
first mastered by the bruin, tile same or 
sim ilar movem ents can 
be executed, 
and whether such m ovem ents are learn­ 
ed more quickly through the sense of 
sight or the sense of hearing. 
A num ber of m en were selected and 
d irec ts! to fold th eir arm s an d to go 
through a drill in their m inds for four 
m inutes. 
At. the e n d of th a t tim e they 
arose from their chairs, took places on 
the floor, and executed the movements, 
only one m an in 14 m aking an error 
To tho sam e num ber of men a num ber 
of sim ilar movements w ere then shown, 
b u t were not explained to them . 
The 
whole class learned the exercise in a few 
seconds more than one m in u te w ithout 
show ing any unusual fatigue. 
Dr. A n ­ 
derson concluded from these experi­ 
m ents that gym nastic m ovem ents can 
be learned by the m ind w ithout using 
the muscles 
a t all, that 
movements 
when learned through tho sense of sight 
require about one-sixth of 
the tim e 
needed when ta u g h t mentally, aud that 
they aro not so fatiguing, aud th a t gym ­ 
nastic movem ents are learned 
more 
quickly through the sense of sight than 
of sound, but th a t the shortest tim e is 
the result of the com bination cf the two 
senses.

That tho natives of the Philippines 
v \ ry little about 
the 
United 
States before Dewey’s guns awoke the 
hoes „f Manila bay was plainly shown 
bv their attitude toward the great 
American dollar. 
They knew absolnte- 
lv nothing about American money when 
our camp was first established at Ca- 
ite. Upon landing we found that our 
elver dollars were of no use to them 
apparently. At first they would not ac­ 
cept one of them, but later American 
dollars passed current, the same as Span­ 
ish and Mexican. This condition of af­ 
fairs our boys were not slow in taking 
advantage of. Whenever they received 
Ameri< an change for Spanish or Mexi­ 
can money they 
exchanged on the 
equality basis so popular with the na­ 
tives, and as every American dollar is 
aa valuable us two Mexican or Spanish 
dollars the soldier boys often made a 
considerable profit on the transaction. 
The natives ure shrewed, however, and 
In a very short time they had mastered 
the new problem in finance and were 
carefully storing away all their Ameri­ 
can money. When we captured Manila, 
we found that the shopkeepers were 
fully conversant with the situation and 
evary American dollar would buy the 
game amount as two Spanish dollars or 
two Mexican dollars. 
This fact, how­ 
ever. was somewhat offset by tho speedy 
advance in prices. 
This is the land of cigars and ciga­ 
rettes, for here everybody from the over­ 
grown pickaninny to the head of the 
family rolls tho cigarette or smokes the 
cigar. Smoking is not an expensive lux­ 
ury in the Philippines, for cigars and 
cigarettes are extremely cheap. 
One 
o<ld feature iii connection with our oc­ 
cupation of Manila is tho fact that the 
Datives have taken a great fancy to our 
plug chewing tobacco and will give al­ 
most anything they possess in exchange 
for it 
Our hard tack also seems to fill 
t want with the Filipinos, and they 
will fairly take the clothes off their 
backs for an American onion. 
In tho United States the American 
•uldi r is not particularly fond of rice, 
but this climate seems conducive to an 
appetite for this nutritious cereal, and 
it h now a popular food in the camps. 
Since the fall of Manila barrack lite 
bas been very monotonous, especially to 
the volunteers. There is plenty to do J 
every day, but one day is just like an­ 
other. There is the continuous routine j 
of guard duty, but routines are not in- | 
•firing to the ordinary soldier, who 
•inc.* he has come into possession of the 
coveted city of the Philippines is some- : 
what anxious, it must be confessed, to 
return home. 
About the only alluring I 
prospet t at present is the possibility of 
« brush with the Filipinos. 
Notwith­ 
standing the monotony of his routine 
«xisteu< e, however, the soldier here has 
•oiue opportunities for enjoyment. For 
Instance, there is the surf bathing in 
Manila buy. It compares very favorably 
*ith the bathing at Atlantic City or

accidents 
caused the Astor battery to lose a lur < 
amount of ammunition. 
When we were camped at Camp 
Dewey, our tents Were set up in a pea­ 
nut field. On these islands rice patcher 
only occupy a few square yards of land, 
but peanuts are raised on an immense 
re alt about Manila bay. A field spacious 
enough for a camp which holds 10,000 
men is certainly a large one, and such 
was the size of the hug® peanut field 
known the world over by this time as 
Camp Dewey. 
I lie field, or rather tilt' 
series of fields all in one, extends tot 
nearly two milos aion 
the Pasig road, and reaches in width 
probably 150 yards to the wooded and 
native residence district which fringes 
the bay. 
Another feature of the life at Camp 
Dewey was the foraging, an experience 
that was more enjoyable to the soldiers 
who foraged than to the natives who 
were foraged upon. 
Fresh chickens or 
ducks and other eatables were naturally 
in great demand, and now and then 
they mysteriously disappeared from the 
premises of the natives. The wood de­ 
tail was one which the boys always 
dreaded, yet it was a very important 
one when it is considered that the re­ 
sult of the cooking depended upon tho 
character of the fuel supplied by the 
men. At first trees were cut, and bam­ 
boo formed much of tile fuel. Later the 
natives complained, and orders forbid­ 
ding the cutting of any timber were 
issued from headquarters. 
It then be­ 
came necessary to forage for the wood. 
Often it was gathered on the shores of 
the bay, being the wreckage cast up 
from the sea. 
Sometimes there were 
unearthed water soaked timbers with 
all sorts of figureheads and quain t carv­ 
ings. 
There are always little incidents of 
camp life which, unimportant and ir­ 
relevant to the general wrork of the 
army, no doubt, make interesting and 
gossipy reading for the people ut home. 
Especially is this true in a camp on 
foreign soil, amid strange conditions 
and circumstances, thousands of miles 
from home. In the neighborhood of the 
camp are large tracts of bamboo, which 
proved most useful in making our 
quarters tenantable. 
The little “dog 
tents, ’* with the use of long bamboo 
crosspieces and 
bamboo sticks, were 
raised a foot or two from the ground, 
and bamboo beds were put into tile 
tents to enable the men to keep dry. 
Bamboo beds are the only kind used in 
the country districts aud were purchas­ 
ed from the natives for a Mexican dol­ 
lar each. These and additions to the 
little tents made with gum blankets, 
ponchos and whatever cloth the men 
could gather up made life here during 
the incessant rain not all a trial and 
disappointment, but even at that camp 
life is not all “one long, sweet song. ” 
Altogether the American soldiers in 
the Philippines have a genuine respect 
for the fibrous bamboo, and henceforth 
to them a bamboo rod will awaken 
other memories than those of a fishing 
trip aud the landing of gamy trout and 
sportive bass. 
Scarcely had our camp been estab­ 
lished itn the shores of Manila bay than 
the native fruit venders set up their 
stands in adjacent fields, much the same 
the sutlers, hucksters and canteen 


great quantities, aud the result has not 
been deleterious. 
On the other hand, 
the fruits have proved healthful, palata­ 
ble and wholly beneficial to the soldiers 
The mango is a favorite. It is a flat, 
pear shaped fruit the size of an apple, 
and has a seed as big as a maple sugar 
cake. While there is really little fruit 
about a mango, what there is of it is 
good. The flavor of the mango is very 
rich. There are cocoanuts here by the 
houseful and bananas by the woods 
ful. 
The Phil ippine pineapple is the 
only real common variety of fruit raised 
here. 
Breadfruit has not found favor 
among our soldiers. 
If you have ever 
the bay side of eaten a May apple, which grows wild 
in the woods of Pennsylvania, you have 
an excellent idea of the taste of bread 
fruit. 
It somewhat resembles a cocoa­ 
nut iu size and shape and a peach in 
the appearance of the skin and a straw­ 
berry apple in color. 
While doubtless most cf the volunteer 
soldiers here wrould welcome a return 
to home and native land, they are in 
the main cheerful and contented and 
recognize the fact that there may bt 
worse things than campaigning in tin 
Philippines.

Qneet Witya of N itroglycerin In E*- 
plonion*. 
The leading topic among the Indiana 
oil producers is th*} explosion of nitro­ 
glycerin which occurred the other morn­ 
ing at Rice & Emerson’s well on the 
Moor farm, southwest of Geneva, Ind. 
G. Goodwin, the “shooter,” and James 
Thompson, it driller wlio was assisting 
Goodwin, were killed, but tho miracu­ 
lous escape of the spectators near the 
oil well at the time of the explosion 
will form the foundation of an addi­ 
tional tale with reference to the treach 
ery of this explosive and its many pe* 
culiarities. 
Goodwin, who had long been known 
iii the Indiana oilfield as a very careful 
shooter, had loaded his glycerin wagon 
at the magazine near Geneva, taking 
200 quarts of the explosive. 
On nrriv 
ing at the oil well he had driven close 
to the derrick and unhitched his team 
from his wagon. 
Ile had lowered tin 
first shell, containing 20 quarts, to the 
bottom of the well and was preparing 
to fill the second shell. He was assisted 
by Thompson. The two men hardly had 
time to set down their cans of glycerin 
after entering the derrick when there 
was a terrible explosion, completely de­ 
molishing the derrick aud so terribly 
mangling the two men that no st in 
blanco 
of 
human 
form 
remained 
Thompson's body was found, headless 
and dismembered, HOO feet away, aud 
of Goodwin's remains only a few tat 


The river closed at this place at ll :80 
vpj-terriay morning and at 12 o'clock the 
ice broke and commenced to float down 
stream. 
It did not stay open long, and 
at 12:30 o’clock it stopped again and 
commenced to gorge between Union 
street and Washington. 
The ice came 
down with a rush the last time, and 
when the gorge was formed the ice was 
piled several feet high above the water.

The pieces of ice then froze solid, and 
the ice bridge was complete. 
It extends 
as far north as Merriman. 
When the gorge was formed below, 
the river at this place came up three 
feet. The employes of the Jntte floats 
were quick to take advantage of the rise. 
and breaking the shore ice pulled the 
floats and barges nearer the shore. 
At 
no rime has this float been in danger, 
but it is in a better position now than it 
was yesterday morning. 
The floats of the Forster Coal company 
are safe, and the ice when it breaks will 
not cause any damage to their property. 
The wharf boa! is fast in the ice as is 
the float of the East Liverpool Coal com­ 
pany. 
This property is lying directly 
south of the Ohio pier of the bridge and 
consequently, no damage will result to 
the float when the ice breaks. 
The large boat 
house 
of Edwin 
Schneider, which has been tied to the 
Ohio shore, a short distance above the 
bridge, is aground. 
The east end of the 
boat is lying in a small amount of wafer 
but the west end is on the ground and 
ice. The boat may be wrenched before 
a rise comes.

This is o n e of the most remarkable 
happenings in the history of nitroglye 
erin explosions, for the compound has 
always been known as one of the most 
sensitive of the high explosives, and tie 
twinkle of an Irishman s eye is com 
uiouly said to be enough to set off the 
composition. The cause of the explosion 
always will remain u mystery, as will 
the fact that the 160 quarts in the 
wagon did not explode.—Chicago Rec 
ord.

President and Mrs. McKinley have 
inaugurated a dinner regime which 
will make the W hite House as famous 
socially as it was in the days of Dolly 
Madison. 
Th*1 great corridor of the executive 
mansion is now the state dining room. 
The table placed in the center is a most 
elaborate affair. 40 feet long. 
At this 
table about 70 guests are usually seated. 
The question of seats is one of para­ 
m ount importance. Mrs. McKinley pre­ 
fers to sit at the right of the president. 
This is an innovation and causes an en­ 
tirely n ew placing of the guests. 
The task of seating the guests in 
their proper places according to prece­ 
dence devolves upon Assistant Secretary 
Pruden. He bas a wooden model of the 
table and uses little pegs to represent 
the guests. 
Each seat is numbered on 
the model. 
When the list of the guests 
is in. Mr. Pruden ascertains the exact 
official standing of each person invited 
and then begins his little game w ith 
the pegs. 
Every in:m must be placed 
according to his official rank. His wife 
must occupy a seat corresponding in 
honor, and his daughter must be placed 
among the daughters of those whose 
rank is equal to bis. 
The president al­ 
ways carefully inspects the wooden 
model and pegs, and his approval must 
have been given before the cards bear 
ing the names of the guests are laid at 
each plate. 


General Marsh of Illinois, the cham ­ 
pion pool player of the house, has a 
marked peculiarity in debate. He stands 
in the space in front of his seat, with 
his left foot pushed out from his right 
like a ball pitcher preparing to shoot in 
a swift ball. 
He holds his left hand on 
a level with, his chest and twirls his 
right something after the fashion of an 
old time windmill in action. Occasional­ 
ly he brings his hands together w ith a 
loud clap which awakens the snoozers. 
if there happen to be any in the cham ­ 
ber. General Marsh is an able man and 
knows more about m ilitary law and 
tactics than any other man in the house. 
He took a prominent part in the debate 
on the Hull imperial arm y bill, and be­ 
cause of bis persuasive eloquence did 
much toward passing the bill.

swings arid rocks a coach so roomy and 
large that it might accommodate half 
the mikado’s court. The coach stops be­ 
fore the west door of the state depart­ 
ment. 
As the footman swings the d*>or 
open a little fellow about “ five foot 
three,’’ w ith a highly perfumed ciga­ 
rette between his daintily gloved fin­ 
gers, steps out. It is Mr. Komura.
